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Candidates look to victory 
in Round 2 of tv debates

FCI inmate wives 
face many problems

Discrimination, fear and loneliness 
are in store for the wives and girlfriends 
of FCI inmates who come to live in Lom­ 
poc to be near their men. 
And the children suffer along with 
their mothers. 
Lompoc landlords and employers do 
the discriminating, the women charge. 
When Linda came from Arizona two 
and a half years ago, she applied for a 
job at a local bank. She was tested and 
about to be hired until the bank learned 
her husband is imprisoned at FCI. 
“What difference does that make?” 
she asked. 
“You are detrimental to our security,” 
she said she was told. 
Recently she did get a job, however, 
working two days a week at a local 
restaurant. Her worry now is if she 
should tell the management about her 
husband before someone else does. 
Phillis was forced to move to Goleta to 
take a job after spending five months in 
Lompoc looking for work. She feels she 
was not hired because she is married to 
an inmate. 
Both Phillis and Linda came here over 
two years ago and during that time they 
met many inmate wives and girlfriends 
who moved to Lompoc hoping to find 
work but were forced to return home. 
“Sometimes we are discriminated 
against and sometimes we are not, but 
there is discrimination here,” said 
Phillis. 
Finding an apartment is a problem, 
too. Landlords ask questions. The women 
have to decide if they are going to lie 
why they are in town or why their 
children's father is absent. 
Last week, Amelia and her four 
children were down to their last few 
cents. They had to be out of their motel 
room by 11 a.m. For dinner the day 
before, they could only afford onion rings 
and crackers. 
She had driven from Fresno with >150 
expecting to find an apartment right off. 
One landlord said she had to have an in­ 
come three times the rent cost. Another 
stated he only rents to families with 
children ten years old and under. He said 
this after she said her daughter was U. 
When asked about her husband, 
Amelia said he was an inmate. Maybe 
the landlords don’t want children in their 
apartments or people on welfare, but 
that is discrimination too, she declared. 
The in-coming women who survive in 
Lompoc do so because of the help of in­ 
mate wives and girlfriends already liv­ 
ing in town. They learn of each other 
usually at the prison during the visiting 
hours. 
The new arrivals are introduced to 
sympathetic landlords and people who 
might know where they can get a job. 
Often an inmate wife will let another, 
and her children, sleep over at her place 
until she can find an apartment of her 
own. 
Maria has helped many women in the 
two years she has been waiting for her 
husband’s release 
“I know my way around,” she said, “ I 
help them look for a place. I take them 
to the gas and electric and to the welfare 
office There was nobody to help me.”

Fear is in store for the women of in­ 
mates. 'niat fear is that they might do 
something that could be used against 
their men in prison. 
The FCI reports such retaliation does 
not happen, but the women keep to 
themselves in apprehension that it does. 
The ladies even have a name for the 
practice which they claim does exist, 
“ silent beef.” 
Jerry 
Lodes of the Dawn House 
describes the women as trying to be “as 
innocuous as possible” and “ very 
paranoid, very alone” for fear that their 
actions could ruin their husband’s 
chances of getting a parole or furlough. 
The new Hospitality House program, 
which is temporarily based at the Dawn 
House, is designed to help the women 
who come to town to visit at the FCI just 
for a day or so. It provided them with 
transportation to FCI until the bus ser­ 
vice recently started. It gives them a 
place to clean-up and heat baby bottles. 
The women who come to live locally 
have been helped also. Dawn House has 
loaned furniture and provides a referral 
service. 
How many "FCI widows,” as they are 
referred to by FCI guards, live in Lom­ 
poc is unknown. The estimated figures 
range from ten to over 50. 
T hey lea v e A rizo n a, O regon, 
Washington and all parts of California to 
live in Lompoc because that is where 
their men are, they say. 
"I want the kids close to their father. I 
have one who I can’t handle. He does 
things he’s not supposed to do,” 
answered a woman. 
All the women interviewed said their 
husbands or boyfriends favored them 
moving here. 
“ We both agreed if I moved he 
wouldn't be so lonely and I could help 
him with his time,” explained one. 
Do conflicts arise because the hus­ 
band gets suspicious or jealous of how 
their wives spend their free time? 
“No,” replied a 24-year-old woman, 
"our relationship is different than the 
way you’re thinking ” 
“We’ve been married 11 years. He 
knows me I waited for him when he was 
in the service,” said another. 
But a third stated, “ It was always a 
problem no matter what I did. But it was 
in a teasing manner. He always said you 
do what you want.” 
The women generally show themselves 
to be very dedicated. As one woman said, 
“I'd rather be alone than spend time 
with someone I’m not interested in.” 
Loneliness is a problem too, which is 
why some of the women live together. 
They take classes at adult education and 
Hancock College. 
Going out to a party or a bar is a 
problem, said a woman, because the men 
“are only interested in taking advantage 
of you sexually.” 
The women are allowed to visit at FCI 
for 40 hours a month. Some visit an hour 
or so a day Others work on the weekdays 
or cannot afford the round trip bus fee 
so they visit all day Saturday and Sun­ 
day. 
What do the couple talk about day in 
and out? 
“Love. We talk about everything and 
anything 
We’re in love,” 
was an 
answer. 
Commenting on the wives, the FCI 
warden said “Generally speaking I don’t 
encourage and I don't think it is a good 
idea for families to relocate. I think it is 
better to stay home where they have 
friends and relatives to assist them." 
However, the prison has not ex­ 
perienced any more problems with those 
who do relocate than with those who visit 
and take a bus back to L A. or wherever, 
he remarked. 
The women who chose to move to Lom­ 
poc do have problems. 
On young woman offered a remark 
about waiting months for her husband to 
be free She said, “ If we ever split up I 
wouldn't regret it (the waiting.) I’ve 
learned a lot about people. This is the 
first time I ever left Arizona. And I’ve 
learned a lot about him because we can 
only sit and talk. I think it’s been harder 
on him. me being out there, than 
anything.” 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - It’s Round 
2 for President Ford and Jimmy Carter 
in the presidential debates. Each is out­ 
wardly confident and looking for a vic­ 
tory in tonight’s defense-diplomacy 
confrontation to forge ahead in the cam­ 
paign. 
Both candidates were cramming most 
of the day for their encounter, to be 
nationally televised at 9:30 p.m. EDT 
from the Palace of Fine Arts, and aides 
in each camp outlined general strategies 
in advance of the 90-minute battle. 
The President was expected to 
challenge Carter’s proposed defense cuts 
and limited involvement in foreign af­ 
fairs while stressing his own ex­ 
perience, his efforts to secure peace in 
the Middle East, Africa and other trou­ 
ble spots, and his success in getting 
Congress to pass the biggest military 
budget in history. 
Carter planned to go on the attack 
faster than he did in the first debate, and 
to focus on Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger’s power and tactics; alleged 
waste in Pentagon spending, and a new 
government report faulting adminis­ 
tration actions in the Mayaguez affair. 
For Ford, widely rated the winner 
after the first debate, it was a chance to 
regain momentum lost as a result of an 
investigation into the campaign finances 
in his home town, the resignation of 
Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz, and 
other problems. 
For Carter, it was a chance to even the 
score and put his campaign back on 
track after watching his lead in the polls 
diminish steadily. 
Ford, working at a private mansion, 
and Carter, studying in a hotel suite, 
both planned to take time out to inspect 
the debate site — as they did before the 
first clash in Philadelphia 
Both sides were optimistic. 


“This is our debate,” one Ford aide 
said. “This stuff is what presidents do, 
and he’s being advised by the people who 
are actually doing it. Carter is getting 
advice from people, who haven’t been in 
government since they gave us the Viet­ 
nam War.” 
Carter told reporters Tuesday “ I feel 
good about it,” and his press secretary, 
Jody Powell, said the Democrat now had 
a psychological edge that had favored 
Ford before the first debate when Carter 
was on the defensive because of the 
“Playboy” interview and controversial 
statements on tax reform. 
In advance of the debate, pollster 


Louis Harris predicted that Ford had the 
most to gain tonight because many 
voters had doubts about his ability in 
foreign policy. 
Despite criticism that the first debate 
was dull in many respects, the format 
will be unchanged tonight. Three jour­ 
nalists will submit questions to each of 
the candidates, who will have three 
minutes to respond. Two more minutes 
will be allowed to reply to a followup 
question and another two for rebuttal by 
the opponent. 
The proceedings will be witnessed by 
an audience of guests invited by the 
League of Women Voters, which will 


also sponsor the final debate Oct. 22 — 
open to any subject — and one Oct. 15 
between vice presidential candidates 
Bob Dole and Walter Mondale. 
CBS-TV, handling broadcast pool 
arrangements this time, was using 
three audio systems, including two fail­ 
safe backups, to avert a rerun of the 
audio failure that forced a 28-minute in­ 
terruption in the first debate. 
The questioners will be Richard 
Valeriani of NBC, Henry Trewhitt of the 
Baltimore Sun and Max Frankel of The 
New York Times. The moderator is 
Pauline Frederick of National Public 
Radio. 
Thailand military coup 


BANGKOK, Thailand (U PI) - 
Thailand’s military leaders seized the 
government tonight and declared mar­ 
tial law in a swift coup climaxing a day 
of bloody fighting between leftist stu­ 
dents and right-w ingers that left 
hundreds of casualties. 


Prime Minister Seni Pramoj was “ in­ 
vited” to the headquarters of the new 
military authorities in downtown Bang­ 
kok and placed under arrest— or as an 
official announcement said, given 
protection “for his security.” 


The government radio said the new 
Supreme Command of Reform Ad­ 
ministration which will rule Thailand in­ 
definitely is headed by the former 
defense minister and supreme com­ 
mander of the armed forces, Adm 
Sangad Charloyoo. 


An official announcement over all 
radio and television stations in the 
country said the new administration will 
continue the same foreign policy as the 
old government of Seni. 


A U.S. official in Bangkok, who would 
not be quoted by name, said the United 
States would work toward good relations 
with the new military authorities. 


“We don't feel it is our business to say 
what sort of government Thailand should 
have.’’ the American said 
The military takeover came only hours 
after a bloody battle between leftist stu­ 
dents and police and right-wingers 
at a downtown university. Official police 
figures said at least 12 persons were 
killed and 180 injured but earlier unof­ 
ficial estimates said at least three dozen 
persons were dead, and hundreds 


wounded 
The violence was touched off by the 
return to Thailand from exile of former 
military dictator Thanom Kittikachorn 
from exile in Singapore. 
The official radio in announcing the 
military takeover said, “We will do 
every thing... to maintain the king, the 
throne, the country, democracy.” 
The cabinet, parliament and constitu­ 
tion all were declared void. The fates of 
parliament members, some of them 
military men, were unknown several 
hours after the coup was announced. 
All newspapers were ordered shut 
down and police teams swept through 
their offices collecting 
“subversive” 
literature. A curfew of midnight to 5 
a.m. was instituted 
Price controls and a ban on hoarding 
were announced. 


Tentative contract 
okayed by Ford, UAW 


DETROIT (UPI) — The 3-week-old 
strike by 170,000 United Auto Workers 
against the Ford Motor Co. is near an 
end with a tentative contract agreement 
that gives auto workers their first big 
step toward a four-day work week 
Ford workers, and the remainder of 
700,000 U.S. auto workers, reportedly 
will receive at least 13 more paid days 
off each year in what observers say will 
ultimately lead to a shortening of the 
traditional 40-hour week. Because of its 
influence on American industry, the plan 
is sure to be pushed by other unions. 
UAW President Leonard Woodcock 
and Ford Labor Vice President Sidney 
McKenna reached across a seven-foot 
wide bargaining table shortly after 10 
p.m. Tuesday to shake hands on the 
agreement. 
They resolved two of the emotional is­ 
sues raised when negotiations on a new, 
three-year pact began July 20 — shorten­ 
ing time on the job to create more jobs 
and help for Ford’s 38,000 financially 
strapped retirees The two issues were 
the key reasons for the strike when the 
old pact expired at midnight. Sept 14. 
The UAW’s 26-member International 
Executive Board will be asked to ap­ 
prove the tentative agreement tonight, 
before presenting it to the 175-member 
National Ford Council Thursday. Then 
the 145,000 production workers and 25,000 
skilled tradesmen in Ford's 102 facilities 
in 22 states will vote separately, with 
majority approval of each needed 
While details of the agreement are be­ 
ing withheld by the UAW and Ford, 
reliable sources within the union and the 
company did outline some of the key ele­ 
ments. Besides the shortening of the 
work week. UAW members at Ford 
reported won: 
— A wage increase of 3 per cent a 
year, plus an extra 20 cents in the first 
year of the contract, and continuation of 
the unlimited cost-of-living formula A 
Ford assembler currently earns $6 57 an 
hour and the series of wage boosts could 
bring that to $7.40 an hour, not including 
whatever increases are generated by in­ 
flation 
— A h igher boost for skilled 
tradesmen, who have a veto power over 
the new agreement.

A clinic for swine flu vaccine inocula­ 
tions will open in Veterans Memorial 
Building in Lompoc on Oct. 18 — with 
seniors 60 years of age and older and 
high risk individuals served first. 
Details of the local participation in the 
nationwide inoculation program were 
still being put together today. 
Shots will be free to all. 
Nurses and doctors will administer the 
shots in Lompoc Monday, Tuesday, 
Thursday and Friday; and in Solvang 
Veterans Memorial Building on Wednes­ 
day. Hours are 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. each day. 
High risk individuals are those in­ 
dividuals, adults or those between the 
ages of 3 and 18 with respiratory 
problems 
A schedule must still be 
worked out for normal children 


'Captain Crunch' begins sentence

Captain Crunch, the man who knows 
how to tap the phones of the FBI, sur­ 
rendered to federal prison officials in 
Lompoc this week 
He knows, in fact, how to tap and 
“ flash override” all com m ercial, 
military and government phone systems 
as well as how to make free phone calls 
anywhere in the world. 
But it is this knowledge that has 
caused John T. Draper — known as Cap­ 
tain Crunch by “phone freaks” around 
the country — to spend the next four 
months as an FCI inmate 
The military phone system — called 
Auto-Von — has four levels of priority 
and Draper knows how to knock even a 
general off the line with an override 
He knows how to tap into the NCIC 
(National Crime Information Center), 
the computerized system used by the 
FBI to keep track of criminals. 
When he was busted by the FBI recent­ 
ly, his home in Los Gatos was searched 
and an NCIC manual was found 
“ It was sent to me by an anonymous 
admirer after the first time I was 
arrested.” he explained. 
According to Draper, the U S. phone 
systems are vulnerable to Russian spies 
because it has “ holes in it beyond 
belief,” And although he has offered to 
testify in Washington, D C. as an expert 
witness, “ it will be the year 2000 before 
the phone company will be able to secure 
its systems,” he reports. 
Draper, 33. is not an electronical 
genius. He has had “only a couple of 
years of junior college,” says the San 
Jose Mercury News But in the Bay Area 
where his achievements were reported 
in the papers, he is a cultural hero 
By using a “blue box” — a device that 
bypasses telephone company billing 
equipment — and “just playing around 
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John T Draper 


for hours and hours on the phones” he 
learned to use a regular home telephone 
as well or better than an operator uses 
her switchboard. 
He started to investigate the phone 
systems after meeting “some blind 
kids” who knew how to make free phone 
calls by playing an organ into the phone 
The tones of the organ simulated the 
tones of the telephone switching equip­ 
ment. 
The technique involves calling any 800 
toll free number and playing a 2600 cycle 
tone into the phone which “ leaves you 
with an open truck.” Once open, other 


tones are played to further manipulate 
the equipment. 
Draper said he was told that a 2600 cy­ 
cle tone can be produced by a Captain 
Crunch whistle that comes inside the 
Captain Crunch cereal box. Eventually 
other phone freaks began calling him 
Captain Crunch 
The phone company estimates it loses 
at least $1 million and possibly as much 
as $10 to $20 million annually through the 
use of illegal devices such as the blue 
box 
Phone freaks share information in 
“conferences” on the phone where 
several people can talk at the same time 
without company knowledge. Unfor­ 
tunately for Draper, they also share 
phone numbers and that was how he was 
first arrested for defrauding the 
telephone company. 
A grand jury in 1972 investigated the 
use of the blue box and many people 
were indicted The law found Draper’s 
phone number in several personal 
telephone books. 
They waited and caught Draper mak­ 
ing a test call to South America. 
More recently, however, he was 
caught making another free call, but the 
captain believes he was set up by the 
FBI This was done, he claims, because 
the FBI has “had a severe information 
leak problem” and they wanted to known 
what he kknows. 
He got off with a light sentence at FCI 
after telling the feds all he knows about 
NCIC and Lapping phone systems. 
A condition he imposed, however, was 
that he would not snitch on other phone 
freaks. 
Draper says: “ I was never interested 
in making free phone calls, but in how 
the system worked ” 
He had applied for a job at the phone 
company, but there were no openings he 
was told 
City electric rate hike approved 


City electric rates will increase an 
average of $1.10 a month per household 
starting with the next billing. 
The City Council last night voted to 
boost the cost by seven per cent to offset 
the seven per cent electric rate increase 
to the city from Pacific Gas and 
Electric. 
The Federal Power Commission 
recently authorized the company to raise 
its wholesale electric rates. 
“The proposed rate adjustment will 
generate an estimated increase in net 
revenue of $160,000 to offset the increase 
of a like amount in the city’s cost for 
purchasing power from PGÄiE for the 
balance of the fiscal year,” said Gene 
Wählers, city administrator. 
Alberta Morgan, a local resident, was 
the only person to question the proposed 
increase during the public hearing She 
wanted to know if the city could “tighten 
its belt" in other areas and keep the 
electric rate down 
She also wanted to know if the city’s 
electric company is a profit making 
operation and, if so, could it be a little 
less profit making “to help the people.” 
Wählers said the city earns about 
$600,000 a year from its electric service, 
but Mayor E C. Stevens explained that 
that profit is used to operate the city 


If the city did not have that income, 
higher city taxes would be necessary to 
finance services provided to the resi­ 
dents, he continued 
Councilman Joe Valencia noted that 
with a high electric rate paying for city 
services, everyone shares financially in 
the operation of the city. With high 
property taxes only property owners 
would be paying for city services, he ex­ 
plained. 
Two agenda items were tabled. The 
public hearing on objections of property 
owners to build a sidewalk on U Street 
between Ocean and Hickory avenues was 
postponed at the request of the city 
director of public works because in­ 
correct cost estimates were sent to the 
property owners. 


A proposed bingo ordinance was tabled 
at the request of Valencia until local 
clubs and groups can confer with the city 
attorney. 


In other business, the council 
authorized the city administrator to 
negotiate a contract with San Francisco 
architect Bob Wong to do a complete 
design of the proposed civic center at a 
cost not to exceed $102,000 or 8.5 per cent 
of the center’s construction cost. 
The council also authorized the city ad­ 


ministrator to negotiate a contract for 
topographical survey and soil testing of 
the center’s site at Floresta Park at an 
estimated cost of $6,000. 
. 
In other business, the council: 
— Awarded a $51,111 99 contract for 
street and alley improvements to low 
bidder Clarence and Jack Lambert, Inc. 
— Approved agreements for a new city 
reservoir with Engineering Science, 
Inc , for $28,000 for final design and 
$16,000 for construction services, and for 
design of a fire station building on the ex­ 
isting site for $22,000 with Hall and 
Visinoi 
— Passed a resolution providing that 
persons who perform services on city 
property by order of the municipal court 
are deemed employes of the city under 
workers’ compensation law 
— Approved an appropriation of 
1 $12,000 for an equipment mechanic posi­ 
tion and $17,500 for an assistant in fiscal 
services, both positions having been 
previously authorized by the council. 
— Approved an agreement with the 
county for the continued operation of the 
County-wide Free Library System for 
1976- 77 Under this agreement, the Lom­ 
poc Library provides library services to 
the Vandenberg Village, Mission Hills 
and Buellton areas 


City backs sheriff police 
patrol service district 


Relief may be in order for 
city residents who complain 
they are taxed twice for one 
service — police protection. 
Last night, the City Council 
acted on the urging of the City 
of Santa Barbara that the City 
of Lompoc be included in a 
County Service Area for sheriff 
police patrol protection. 


The County Board of Super­ 
visors. however, has yet to es­ 
tablish such an area. 


P re s e n tly 
re s id e n ts of 
e itie s in S an ta B a rb a ra 
County are taxed by the city for 
police protection and taxed 
again by the county for sheriff 


protection. For about as long as 
this has been going on city resi­ 
dents have complained because 
the only people who benefit by 
sheriff protection are those who 
live outside the city. 
L om poc re s id e n ts paid 
$193,732 for sheriff protection 
services in fiscal ’75-76. 
The resolution passed last 
night urges that the board of 
supervisors either establish a 
County Service Area or call an 
election to establish it. 
According to city attorney 
Alan Davidson, cities like Lom­ 
poc would be placed in areas of 
“virtually no benefit” in the 
County Service Area “and thus 


will not be taxed for the sherif­ 
f’s patrol services.” 


“If the city of Lompoc agrees 
to become a part of the area, as 
is suggested by the City of 
Santa Barbara, the city would 
be designated a separate tax 
(benefit) zone but no tax would 
be established,” he said. 


“Those areas of the county 
which use the patrol services 
would be taxed on the basis of 
their benefit from the services 
and thus would bear the burden 
directly. 'Hiis system would 
greatly equalize the ev er­ 
present problem of city tax­ 
payers paying for sheriff’s ser­ 


vices for which they get no 
direct benefit,” said the at­ 
torney. 
Nearly every city in the 
county has already passed a 
similar resolution, it was noted. 
Davidson explained 
that 
cities should be included in the 
County Service Area so they 
can vote bn m atters in the dis­ 
trict that may affect them. 
M a y o r E . 
C. 
S te v e n s 
remarked, “ For as long as I’ve 
been in and around the city, 
I’ve heard complaints that the 
city taxpayers pay county 
taxes, but don’t get the ser­ 
vices. This (action) would take 
care of that.”

When people think of foster 
children, they picture cute 
babies and toddlers When they 
think of foster teen-agers, they 
picture teen-ager problems 
And this is why there is a 
severe need for foster parent 
homes for teen-agers today in 
Santa Barbara County, reports 
Mrs. Vernon Copeland, a local 
foster parent. 
To alleviate the situation the 
Lompoc Foster Parents As­ 
sociation is conducting a foster 
home recruitment drive for the 
week Oct. 10-17. 
According to Mrs. Copeland, 
foster parents have the same 
problems with foster teen-agers 
as they do with foster children 
— such as tra in in g and 
adjusting to a new family. 
“ But with teen-agers you 
have the added problems of the 
emotions of growing up, sibling 
rivalry, dating, allowances, all 
the normal stages teen-agers go 
through,” he said. 
She knows because she and 
her husband have five foster 
teen-age girls living in their 
four bedroom house in addition 
to two of their own children. 
Yet, states Mrs. Copeland, “ I 
don’t think we are any different 
than any other family with 
seven kids.” 
The Copelands have been 
foster parents for 15 years, hav­ 
ing specialized in teen-agers 
“because that is where the need 
is.’’ 
They reach an understanding 
with the prospective teen-ager 
before he enters their house, 
which he can request to leave at 
any time They spell out the 
ground rules and the teen-ager 
states then if he or she can 
abide by them. 
The rules cover such areas as 
chores, allowance, hours to 
keep, no smoking or cussing in 
the house, etc. 
“They try and test you to see 
if you really mean what you 
say,” said Mrs. Copeland “ I 
try to be fair and consistent. I 
don’t think being strict or 
lenient is as important as being 
consistent ” 
Sometimes a teen-ager will 


come into their home with the 
idea he won’t make it and so 
test the Copelands “ to get it 
over with." 
But a fte r this period of 
adjustment “we see eye to eye 
very well and things run pretty 
smooth,” she notes. 
F o s te r 
c h ild r e n 
a n d 
teen -ag ers becom e 
o th e r 
people’s responsibility either 
through their own actions or the 
actions of their parents. They 
may be delinquent or disturbed 
or unmanageable or it may be 
their parents are unfit and un­ 
able to care for them properly. 
What is it like to have five 
foster teen-age girls living un­ 
der one roof? 
“ Well, one problem we found 
is in using our telephone," said 
Mrs. Copeland. “So we put in a 
second phone for them, with the 
stipulation they don’t use our 
phone." 
All the children, including 
their own,’ have assigned jobs. 
They include washing dishes, 
vacuuming, emptying the trash 
and cleaning their rooms. The 
foster girls must do their own 
laundry. 
“You have to have a certain 
amount of coordination to get 
nine people going in the morn­ 
ing I have children going to 
five schools," she said. 
Do her two children get 
jealous of the presence of the 
foster children? 
“ I think they have exactly the 
same feeling if they had older 
sisters. I think you have the 
same problems you would have 
with your own ch ild ren ,” 
replied Mrs. Copeland. 
While the foster teen-agers 
are in the home, the foster 
parents receive periodical 
visits by the welfare or proba­ 
tion department besides receiv­ 
ing regular monthly allowance. 
To qualify as a foster parent, 
acco rd in g to th e w elfare 
department, a couple must be 
“ average and live in an average 
house" with an extra bedroom 
The couple can start to apply 
by calling Toni P e rre ll, a 
welfare licensing worker, at 6- 
4574 at the welfare office. 
Although a foster teen-ager 
may remain in a foster home

for a year or so, when the 
teen-ager does leave it will like­ 
ly not be a final good-bye. 
“We still keep in contact with 
our previous foster children 
They a r e like your own 
children,” said Mrs. Copeland. 
One past foster teen-ager, for 
example, was married recently 
and Vernon gave her away.

APCD hears 
oil matters 
today 


The Santa Barbara County 
Air Pollution Control District 
hearing board will again take 
up m atters today relating to 
requirem ents affecting oil 
operations in both the South 
Coast area and the north 
county. 
Major item on the agenda in­ 
volves Atlantic-Richfield Co. 
(ARCO) and its operations at 
its South Ellwood complex in 
Goleta Valley and at Platform 
Holly off Goleta. 
ARCO is scheduled to provide 
engineering design data for an 
activated charcoal scrubber 
s y s t e m and iron sponge 
recovery unit designed to put 
the c o n tro v e rsia l onshore 
facility in compliance with 
county regulations prior to any 
county approval of a proposed 
$14 million expansion of the 
plant. 
Meanwhile, the hearing board 
is also due to get a report on 
Federal Energy Administration 
(FEA) decision on upper tier 
crude price related to Standard 
Oil Company of California’s 
Gato Ridge operation in Santa 
Maria Valley. Hie company is 
seeking approval of a price 
boost in line with county an­ 
tipollution requirements which 
would be costly if followed, it 
was explained. 
Shut-in requirem ents 
for 
Standard's Alexander Lease 
will also be discussed Wednes­ 
day. 
The public hearing on the 
ARCO petition for review of a 
denial of permit to operate and 
‘for variance from district rules 
in several respects m arks 
another step in a long battle 
directed 
against assertedly 
harmful emissions from the 
plant as charged by Goleta 
Valley residents. 
The company has pointed to 
oil seeps in the Santa Barbara 
Channel as a likely contributer 
to the odor problems of the 
area, but has also claimed it 
has gone to great trouble to 
eliminate fugitive emissions by 
a tightening up of the system. 
ARCO earlier was turned

Officials testing milk, 
soil, air for 'fallout' 


United Press International 
Health officials test air, soil 
and milk samples today for 
radioactive fallout from a 
Chinese nuclear explosion, de­ 
tected in small amounts in the 
Pacific Northwest and several 
Eastern states. 
“The levels of fallout that 
have occurred do not present 
any risk to public health and 
safety,” the federal Energy, 
Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration said in Washing­ 
ton Tuesday. 
While the amounts were 
small, officials said it was the 
most radioactivity detected in 
the United States since the 
height of U.S. and Russian 
nuclear testing in the atmos­ 
phere in the 1950s and early 
1960s. 
“A cloud carrying radioac­ 
tive fallout moved east across 
the Pacific and was detected in 
the Pacific Northwest on Satur­ 
day,” ERDA said, explaining 


rain washed the fallout to the 
ground. 
“The radioactivity also was 
reported from monitoring sta­ 
tions in eastern Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Long Island, N.Y., 
and South Carolina beginning 
early Sunday,” the agency said. 
Increased fallout levels were 
also detected in Baltimore, Md. 
A spot check by UPI revealed 
tests in California, Illinois, Ten­ 
nessee, Oklahoma, Georgia and 
North C arolina w ere in­ 
conclusive. Officials in these 
states said air, soil and milk 
samples would be examined to­ 
day. 
Health officials in Hawaii, 
Wisconsin, Missouri, Alabama 
and Rhode Island reported no 
increased fallout levels. 
Fallout from the nuclear test, 
conducted Sept. 26 at the Lop 
Nor site in western China, was 
greatest in Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey, while the New 
York area got only tiny 
Butz denies secret 
advisory sessions 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Earl Butz says he never held 
secret meetings to advise state 
agricultural officials how to 
avoid hiring blacks, and a new­ 
spaper report to that effect is 
false. 
Butz resigned as agriculture 
secretary Monday as a result of 
making an obscene comment 
about black people. He visited 
his office a few hours Tuesday 
to take home personal belong­ 
ings and bid farewell to as­ 
sociates. 


Through a spokesman, he 
denied there had been any 
secret USDA meetings with 
state cooperative extension ser­ 
vice directors, or that he had 
counseled them how to avoid 
compliance with civil rights 
laws, as a recent Los Angeles 
Times report said. 


The newspaper said Butz held 
“ two secret m eetings in 
November. 1973” with directors 
of USDA’s cooperative exten­ 
sion services from seven states 
and helped them “get around 
antidiscrimination laws ... by 
altering departmental regula­ 
tions to extend indefinitely the 
time the agencies had to comp­ 
ly with federal standards." 
The states — Arkansas, 


Georgia, 
Illinois, 
Kansas, 
Louisiana. Maryland and Texas 
— faced loss of federal funds 
for allegedly employing too few 
blacks in policy making posi­ 
tions and paying lower wages to 
blacks than to whites doing the 
same work, the newspaper 
said. 
J. Paul Bolduc, an assistant 
secretary responsible for 
minority hiring, said the report 
“is absolutely, totally and un­ 
equivocally false.” 
He said Butz called two 
public meetings with the state 
directors in 1973 because they 
“were experiencing some dif­ 
ficulty” in meeting hiring stan­ 
dards. 
At the meetings. Butz spelled 
out his policy and told the direc­ 
tors “ in the strongest possible 
term s” he would not tolerate 
noncompliance. 
Bolduc said. 
Butz then told them how to go 
about complying. Bolduc said. 
A year ago. the U.S. Commis­ 
sion on Civil Rights, issued a 
report charging that the USDA 
had been dragging its feet on 
civil rights compliance and con­ 
tinued to provide funds “for the 
operation of discrim inatory 
programs with the complicity 
of the secretary and other high- 
level USDA officials.” 
Egypt parades might 
of Soviet arsenal 


CAIRO (U P I) 
- E gypt 
paraded its military arsenal of 
Soviet and newly acquired 
Western weapons today to un­ 
derline its determination to 
liberate Israeli-occupied Arab 
lands and “ safeg u ard " its 
western border with Libya 
Displayed for the first time 
were Soviet-made Scud ground- 
to-ground rockets, capable of 
hitting targets inside Israel, 
and MIG23 jet interceptors 
Formations of French-made 
Gazelle helicopters and an an­ 
tisubm arine version of the 
British Commando helicopter 
also appeared in public for the 
first time 
Thousands of civilians and 
soldiers, led by P resident 
Anwar Sadat, w atched the 
parade — marking the third an­ 
niversary of the October. 1973, 
Middle East war — at Nasr 
(Victory) city on the eastern 
fnnge of Cairo. 
W ar M inister G en. Mo­ 
hammed Gamassy. addressing 
the ceremony, said: “The prin­ 


cipal task of the armed forces is 
to complete the liberation of oc­ 
cupied Arab lands 
“But while we devote our ef­ 
forts to the (Israeli) danger to 
the East, we are saddened by 
the fact that our security is 
threatened by a brotherly Arab 
country to the West,” Gamassy 
said 
In an obvious reference to 
Libya. Gamassy said it was 
carrying out sabotage missions 
in Egypt “and stabbing the 
Egyptian people in their back.” 
“It is strange that our armed 
forces should be deployed along 
the western border to safeguard 
it," he said. 
Gamassy said the fact that 
Egypt was buying weapons now 
from both East and West has 
raised the combat efficiency of 
the armed forces and “ they are 
capable of carrying out their 
mission successfully.” 
The highlight of the parade 
was the appearance of six 
Scuds, mounted on trucks and 
trailers and partly covered

WASHINGTON (UPI) - On 
May 15 last year, U.S. radio 
monitors picked up an urgent 
broadcast by Minister of Infor­ 
mation Hu Nim announcing 
C am bodia's w illingness to 
release the captured U.S. 
merchant vessel Mayaguez and 
its crew. 
It was 6:07 a.m. in Washing­ 
ton, on the third day after the 
new Communist government in 
Cambodia seized the ship on its 
way fro m Hong Kong to 
Thailand. 
And it was about two hours 
after President Ford issued 
orders to Secretary of Defense 
Jam es R Schlesinger and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff to begin 
military rescue operations. 
An hour later after the Cam­ 
bodian broadcast — at 7:15 a.m. 
— Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger briefed President 
Ford on the hopeful news from 
Phnom Penh. 
As he talked to Ford in the 
White House, the first U.S. air­ 
craft were roaring off the 
catapults of the carrier Coral 
Sea to strike the Cambodian 
mainland. 
Details of how the adminis­ 
tration used force — which in­ 
vestigators called excessive 
and unnecessary in retrospect 
— is contained in a newly 
published 162-page study of the 


three-day Mayaguez incident, 
prepared by the General Ac­ 
counting Office, the investi­ 
gating arm of Congress. 
It was released Tuesday by 
Rep. Dante B. Fascell, D-Fla., 
chairman of the House subcom­ 
m ittee on international political 
and military affairs. 
It said neither the Marine as­ 
sault on the island where 
Mayaguez prisoners were er­ 
roneously thought to be held or 
the bombing of the mainland in­ 
fluenced the Cambodian deci­ 
sion to release the crew. 
Forty-one U.S. servicemen 
lost their lives in Mayaguez- 
related operations to save the 
Mayaguez’ crew members. 
In San Francisco, White 
House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen told reporters Tuesday: 
“We disagree with the conclu­ 
sions (of the GAO report). The 
President carried out the ac­ 
tions in the Mayaguez case and 
believes they were proper.” 
Asked if he thought the 
release of the report represent­ 
ed “partisan politics.” Nessen 
replied: “ I’m not going to as­ 
sess it.” 
State D epartm ent sources 
said the United States had no 
way of confirming that the 
Cambodian 
broadcast 
repre­ 
sented a firm intention to 
release the crew, and thus it 


was not sufficient reason to call 
off the air strikes. 
The GAO not only cast doubt 
on the value of the strikes, but 
said although the United States 
had undertaken several di­ 
plomatic initiatives, U.S. offi­ 
cials apparently gave little 
weight to indications the Cam­ 
bodians might be working out a 
political solution. 


“ Among these indications 
was a report received more 
than 14 hours before the Marine 
assualt was initiated, which in­ 
dicated that a foreign govern­ 
ment was using its influence 
with Cambodia to seek an early 
release of the Mayaguez and ex­ 
pected it to be released soon,” 
its report said

Procunier 
gets new 
position 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. has 
selected tough-minded former 
prisons and parole chief Ray­ 
mond Procunier to a top 
managerial post in the state 
Department of Health in a new 
move to shape up the troubled 
agency. 
Following the announcement 
of his appointment as chief 
deputy director in charge of 
programs, Procunier Tuesday 
predicted some “changes in at­ 
mosphere and morale” in the 
department within two to three 
m onths and perhaps even 
sooner. 
Brown made a personal ap­ 
pearance at a hastily called 
meeting of 200 department 
employes where the appoint­ 
ment was announced. The 
governor said he chose Procuni­ 
er for the post because “he 
knows how to get things done.” 


Brown praised Procunier, 
state Health Director Jerome 
Lackner and other department 
officials as “a group of human 
beings that can serve the people 
well if you will help them,” 


Procunier, who served as 
Gov. Ronald Reagan’s director 
of prisons and as Brown’s 
former parole chief, has been 
assigned to the department for 
nearly two months as a trouble­ 
shooter. 


He told reporters that he had 
set a one week deadline for 
high-level bureaucrats in such 
programs as Medi-Cal and 
prepaid health care to report 
back to him with "where they 
are and where they are going.” 


Procunier is the latest in a 
series of specialists brought in 
to try to improve the depart­ 
ment’s performance. 
Critics 
have accused the department of 
sloppy administratation, espe­ 
cially 
in the m ultim illion 
dollar prepaid health care 
program for the needy. 


“There's just a whole bunch 
of great people here who need 
some direction," Procunier 
told reporters.

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Beer merits 
argued by 
High Court 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
“ With this 3.2 beer you really 
get bloated long before you get 
drunk. You almost have to 
shove it down to get drunk and 
it’s nearly impossible.” 
Those remarks were not 
spoken in a barroom argument 
about the merits of weak beer, 
but in the normally sober halls 
of the U.S. Supreme Court 
Tuesday. 
The justices were hearing 
arguments about why they 
should strike down, as unconsti­ 
tutional. an Oklahoma law 
allowing women to purchase 3.2 
beer at 18 but making men wait 
until they are 21. 
It was one of two sex dis­ 
crimination cases heard Tues­ 
day. The other, which could af­ 
fect m illions of men and 
women, involved a provision of 
Social Security law which 
requires widowers, especially 
civil servants, to prove they 
received 75 per cent of their 
support from their wives before 
collecting survivor benefits. 


Separate lower federal courts 
upheld the Oklahoma law and 
struck down the Social Security 
provision under 14th Amend­ 
ment equal protection challen­ 
ges 


Most of the justices laughed 
when Frederick P. Gilbert, a 
Tulsa lawyer representing a 
man, who was unable to 
purchase 3.2 beer when he was 
18, said it was hard to get drunk 
on the product. 


Chief Justice Burger, clearly 
unimpressed by the levity, 
chided; "The court can take 
judicial notice of these effects 
and we don’t need to resort to 
hyperbole.” 


College to be site 
of final debate 


W ILLIAM SBURG , Va (U P I) 
— The final debate between 
President Ford and Jim m y 
Carter will be held Oct. 22 at 
the College of W illiam and 
Mary. 
A spokesman for the school 
said the debate will be con­ 
ducted in the 806-seat Phi Beta 
Kappa Memorial Hall on the 
campus of the colonial college. 
The first debate was Sept. 23 
in Philadelphia, and the second 
is tonight in San Francisco. 
William and Mary President 
Thomas A. Graves Jr. said he 
thinks the choice of the college 
for the final debate between the 
presidential candidates was a 
good one because of the impor­ 
tance the city played during the 
American Revolution, when it 
served as headquarters for the 
Virginia Legislature. 


Girl's brain frozen in hopes 
of bringing her alive again 


B E R K E L E Y (U P I) — The brain of a fatally battered teen­ 
age girl is being preserved in a frozen capsule in the hopes 
that someday science — through cloning — can bring her 
alive with an identical body. 
The parents of Patricia Wilson, 15, who was beaten to 
death Sunday, said the decision to preserve their daughter’s 
brain instead of her entire body was made after they failed in 
an attempt to stop a required autopsy. 
“ We thought that if we could make a contribution to 
science something good could come out of this tragedy, 
Robert Wilson, the girl’s father and a prolific science fiction 
writer, said Tuesday. 
“ We feel it’s a long shot, but it’s our way of expressing our 
belief in life and our rejection of the casual acceptance of 
murder and death in our society.” 
A Berkeley firm which preserves bodies was chosen to 
freeze Miss Wilson’s brain at minus 320 degrees fahrenheit 
for an undetermined amount of time. 
The girl’s bloody body was found late Sunday in the 
bathroom of a used clothing store in Berkeley. Police said 
the victim was apparently beaten with a credit card machine 
and that robbery was apparently the motive. 
Arthur Quaife, president of Trans-Time, Inc., said the girl 
had been dead 48 hours when his cryonic firm froze her brain 
in a special capsule. He said it was also the first time he 
knew of when a human brain was preserved for the purpose 
of being reactivated at some future date. 
He said the process of cloning — using cells from an 
organism to -make another identical organism — might be 
used within a century to give Miss Wilson a body matching 
the one she died in. 
“ Cloning is the process by which, with a single cell, it is 
possible to grow a whole new organism,” said Quaife. “ This 
has already been accomplished with frogs and fish. We’ll 
have to wait until we can clone higher mammals.” 
Quaife said his firm also preserves bodies of persons who 
have made the necessary arrangements while living and who 
believe that medical science will someday find a cure for 
their clinical cause of death and be able to revive them. 
The initial charge for Miss Wilson’s brain freezing was 
$400 with an annual storage fee of $100, Quaife said. 


Man takes off in balloon 
to solo across Atlantic 


M ILBR ID G E, Maine (U P I) 
— With westerly winds and 
clear skies overhead, Edward 
Yost climbed into the gondola 
of a helium-filled balloon and 
set off in hopes of becoming the 
first person to solo across the 
Atlantic in a balloon. 
Yost, 57, a licensed pilot from 
Sioux Falls, S.D., lifted off at 
6:10 p.m. ED T Tuesday from a 
grassy spot on the coast of 
Maine. 
Yost said he hoped to steer 
the balloon, equipped with 
sophisticated equipment to 
keep it on course even while he 
sleeps, at a height of between 
5,000 and 10,000 feet. 
That means the craft would 
travel through the section of the 
atm osphere that c a rrie s 
weather systems and could land 
anywhere from Scandinavia to 
Spain But Yost, who appeared 
calm and collected, told report­ 
ers he didn’t care where it 
landed, “ as long as it’s dirt.” 
The two-ton craft is believed 
to be the lightest ever used in 
an attempt to cross the Atlan­ 
tic. 
With transmitters and receiv­ 


ers on board, Yost expected to 
keep in touch with monitoring 
stations in 
a private home in 
Washington and at London’s 
Heathrow Airport. 


The adventure was financed 
in part by National Geographic 
Society and, in fact, was 
suggested by one of the editors 
of its m agazine. W illiam 
Graves, an assistant editor, 
called Yost in South Dakota and 
invited him to make the trip 
because of his reputation in 
ballooning circles. 


That was 16 months ago and 
Y o st, who also designs 
balloons, and Graves, had been 
planning the trip ever since. 


They searched for a spot 
along the Eastern Seaboard and 
finally came to the home of 
Geraldine Bothe in Milbridge. 
the heart of Maine’s blueberry 
country. 


They knocked on her door, 
told her what they planned to do 
and she agreed to let them use a 
spot on her property for the lif­ 
toff. 


Space Hall 
of Fame 
dedicated 


ALAMOGORDO, N.M. (U P I) 
— The International Space Hall 
of Fame, containing the names 
of 35 space pioneers, was 
dedicated Tuesday as a perma­ 
nent memorial of the “ most im­ 
portant event of this century.” 


The 80-foot-tall building, in 
the foothills of the Sacramento 
Mountains, houses exhibits and 
displays associated with man’s 
achievements in space. Among 
the original inductees were the 
late Russian Yuri Gargarin, the 
first man in space, and 
American Neil A. Armstrong, 
the first man on the moon. 


“ This is another step toward 
furthering international cooper­ 
ation in space,” said Dr. Lubos 
Perek of Czechoslovakia, chief 
of the United Nations’ Outer 
Space Affairs Division, in the 
dedication keynote address. “ It 
is fitting that for the most im­ 
portant event of this century —• 
man’s achievements in space — 
there should be a permanent 
record.” 


Citing international agree­ 
ments for the rescue of 
astronauts and cooperative ef­ 
forts in weather information 
gathering and communications, 
Perek said the hall of fame was 
an example of the international 
significance of space flight. 


Two of the six living in­ 
ductees, Dr. Charles S. Draper 
and Dr. Robert R. Gilruth, at­ 
tended the dedication. 


Mars' rock won't 
budge for Viking 


PASADENA, Calif. (U PI) - 
Viking 2 pushed a rock on Mars, 
but the rock would not budge. 
Scientists at the Je t Propul­ 
sion Laboratory were not sure 
why the robot spacecraft failed 
to move the rock, which is only 
about nine inches long. 
The scientists don’t want the 
rock. They want to get at the 
soil beneath it, figuring that it 
protected the dirt for millions 
of years from the withering 
blast of solar rays that 
penetrate the thin Martian at­ 
mosphere. 
That may have preserved 
organic material, necessary for 
the development of life, which 
the Viking landers have been 
unable to find elsewhere in the 
soil of Mars. 
The robot laboratory’s soil 
scoop gave the rock a futile 
shove Monday, although the 
scoop arm is strong enough to 
move 30 to 40 pounds on Earth, 
and so should be capable of 
shoving about 100 pounds on 
Mars, where the gravity is only 
a third as strong.

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Ag department strongly 
denies discrimination 


THE BETTER HALF 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Agriculture Department vehe­ 
mently denies that it discrimi­ 
nates against blacks, but its 
own figures show it is the third- 
lowest minority employer in 
the U.S. government, behind 
the sp ace agency and the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. 
J. Paul Bolduc, the assistant 
secretary with responsibility 
for minority hiring, presents a 
good case for USD A, saying 
that a history of long-term 
employes, a cutback in staff in 
the past few years and the lack 
of blacks getting agriculture- 
related college educations has 
led to the problem. 


He said that although the 
percentage of minorities among 
employes has increased some­ 
what, it still is only 10.7 per 
cent as of last June. 


Statistics released by the 
department also show that the 
percentage of minority employ­ 


ment is the lowest it has been 
since November, 1973, and the 
total numbers decreased in the 
last six months reported, from 
8,752 last December to 8,612 in 
June. 
But if a department’s black- 
white ratio reflects the popula­ 
tion it is responsible for in the 
federal government — and 
nobody in USDA is claiming it 
should — then it has about the 
right percentage. 
At about the same time that 
reports w ere being issued 
questioning USDA’s commit­ 
ment to minority hiring stan­ 
dards, the department and the 
U.S. Census Bureau released its 
annual study of the farm pop­ 
ulation. 
In addition to concluding that 
the farm population as a whole 
declined by 400,000 it said the 
number of blacks living on 
farms declined by a rate nearly 
four times as great.

Pollster believes 
Carter is slipping 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Pollster Mervin Field says he 
thinks Jimmy Carter is slipping 
in voter opinion surveys be­ 
cause he no longer is seen as 
"the man on the white horse.” 
Field’s California Poll today 
showed the Dem ocratic no­ 
minee holding only a slim lead 
over Gerald Ford after having 
led the incumbent by 20 percen­ 
tage points among state voters 
in August. 
"When Carter got close to the 
nomination the public started 
investing in the so-called new 
person all their hopes and 
aspirations and dreams," Field 
said in an interview. "He was 
the man on the white horse 
"Now the public is getting a 
harder reading of Carter. His 
cam p aign 
is not as self- 
possessed as it seemed. He has 
made some gaffes and had to 
apologize, and any time you 
have to apologize it takes away 
from the main thrust of the 


campaign. 
He cited Carter’s interview 
with "Playboy" magazine, ex­ 
plaining, “the public is not yet 
ready to receive pronounce­ 
ments on the part of a can­ 
didate juxtaposed with mul­ 
ticolor displays of fem ales like 
they have in "Playboy." 
Field, a self-confessed "elec­ 
tion junkie,” also said he thinks 
the televised debates may have 
a bigger impact on the election 
than they might have had in the 
past, when voters had more 
concrete ideas about the can­ 
didates. 
"The people’s perception of 
Ford and Carter is more vague 
and less definite than of any two 
presidential debates in the 
modem era," he said. ‘‘The 
kind of solid feeling - either 
for or against — the incumbent 
or the challenger just doesn’t 
exist. 
"The situation is very fluid, 
very volatile ” 


blacks on farms in 1975, or 
about 7 per cent of the farm 
population of 8.9 million. 
And what blacks there are, it 
said, still are made up primari­ 
ly of cotton and tobacco tenant 
farmers. Much of the decline is 
in their area where mechaniza­ 
tion and modernization of such 
farming has reduced the need 
for tenant labor. 
With such a heavy ratio of 
whites to blacks in farming, it 
could be expected that few 
blacks would be attracted to 
agriculture as a career. 
Bolduc didn’t mention the 
census report, but he did say 
the lack of black interest in un­ 
dergraduate agriculture work 
presents a very small pool of 
blacks for USDA to hire. 
He said the department, as 
part of its upward mobility 
project to ready minorities for 
higher level positions when they 
open, has 500 participants in a 
program 
providing college- 
level courses on government 
time, leading to undergraduate 
d e g r e e s and h ig h e r job 
qualifications. 
T h e 
A g r ic u ltu r e 
D epartm ent’s 
em ploym ent 
since Butz took over in 1971 has 
decreased from 83,813 to 80,065. 
"When you are not hiring 
anyone, it is difficult to make 
that sort of change in an agency 
traditionally occupied by long­ 
term civil servants," Bolduc 
said. But he offers hope for 
minorities. 
Bolduc said that more than 
half the department’s execu­ 
tive-level em ployes will be 
eligible for retirement in the 
next two or three years, open­ 
ing up many higher-level jobs 
for the rest of the employes and 
a chance for a greater number 
of minorities to hire on. 
"We are not nearly as bad as 
people say we are," Bolduc 
says But, he adds, "We cer­ 
tainly are not where we ought 
to be "

California, have authorized a 
strike if negotiations fail. The 
members have been working 
without a contract since Sept 5. 


RICHMOND, Va. (UPI) - A 
federal judge Tuesday slapped 
Allied Chemical Corp. with a 
$13.2 million penalty for con­ 
taminating the James River 
with the pesticide Kepone and 
two other chem icals — the 
heaviest fine imposed in a 
pollution case. 
Federal officials hope the 
fine, imposed Tuesday by U.S. 
District Court Judge Robert R. 
Merhige, will serve as a warn­ 
ing for other industries to obey 
the law and protect the environ­ 
ment. 
"I think Allied and every in­ 
dustry is going to think twice 
because of this case," Merhige 
said in imposing the maximum 
fine for 940 violations of federal 
pollution laws. 
Russell Train, director of the 
E nvironm ental 
P rotection 
A gency, said ‘‘The la rg e 
criminal fine ... represents a 
landm ark d ecisio n in the 
history of environmental pro­ 
tection.” 
“ The cou rt has c le a r ly 
signaled that polluters will be 
held accountable to the full ex­ 
tent of the law," he said. 
Merhige imposed the max­ 
imum fines for unlawful dis­ 
charges by the chemical giant 
of Kepone and the industrial 
chemicals Theic and Taic from 
their nearby Hopewell facility 
from 1971 to 1974. A llied 
pleaded no con test to the 
charges. 
An EPA spokesman said the 
largest pollution fine previously 
imposed was about $7 million 
against Ford Motor Co. in 1974 
for fabricating auto emission 
test results. 
Contamination from Kepone 
has forced a fishing ban on the 
James River and now threatens 
the C hesapeake B ay, the 
biggest fish producer on the 
East Coast. 
About 30 chemical workers 
who were employed by the now 
defunct Hopewell firm that 
produced Kepone exclusively 


for Allied have been hospital­ 
ized with nervous disorders 
diagnozed as Kepone poisoning. 
The sickened workers, as 
well as watermen forced out of 
work by the fishing ban, have 
filed civil suits against Allied 
totaling more than $200 million. 
Merhige said he might reduce 
the fine, which must be paid in 
90 days, if Allied voluntarily 
provided relief to clean up the 
environment, but added he 
could make no assurances. 
He also fined the former co- 
owners of the Hopewell firm, 
Life Science Products Co., 
$25,000 each for contaminating 
the James River with unlawful 
Kepone discharges from March 
1974 to July 1975. He placed the 
men, William Moore and Virgil 
Hundtofte, on five years proba­ 
tion each and imposed a $3.88 
million fine against the firm. 


DETROIT (UPI) - The U.S. 
auto industry has completed a 
yearlong recovery from the 
worst two-year slump in its 
history despite the three-week 
strike that halted all Ford 
Motor Co. car building opera­ 
tions in North America. 
Ford reported Tuesday that 
its late-September sales — the 
first full sales period during the 
strike — were down less than 
one-half of one per cent from a 
year ago. For the entire month, 
Ford sales were up 12Vk per 
cent. 
Analysts estimated the No. 2 
automaker lost the sale of 
between 12,000 and 15,000 cars 
in September because of the 
strike that began halfw ay 
through the month. Ford said 
many prospective purchasers 
put off buying a car pending the 
strike’s outcome. 
A contract agreem ent be­ 
tween the UAW and Ford was 
reached Tuesday night. 
In September, the four U.S. 
automakers sold 644,423 cars, 
up 9 per cent on a daily rate 
basis from the 590,323 cars sold 
in September 1975. The 6Vk per 
cent gain in the Sept. 21-30 sales 
period was the 36th 10-day 
period, dating back to early Oc­ 


tober last year when the 1976 
model cars were introduced, in 
which sales have topped the 
level of a year earlier. 


General Motors sales were up 
7 per cent for September and 
deliveries in the final 10-day 
period were up just 3 per cent; 
Chrysler recorded a 35 per cent 
sales gain in September and 62 
per cent for the end-of-the- 
month period; and American 
Motors, caught in a small car 
sales slump, slipped 47 per cent 
in September from a year ago 
when small cars were still hot 
items and 57*/fe per cent for the 
Sept. 21-30 period. 


Foreign car sales totaled an 
estimated 149,000, up about lOVfc 
p er 
c e n t 
f r o m 
l a s t 
September. 


The im p orts, which a c ­ 
counted for as much as 22 per 
cent of total U.S. sales during 
parts of 1975, took 18.8 per cent 
o f th e t o t a l s a l e s t h i s 
September compared with 18.6 
per cent a year ago. TTie in­ 
crease, analysts said, was due 
to the lower Ford sales. 


"Sales are holding up well, 
with only moderate strike ef­ 
fects indicated in late Sep­ 


tem b er,” Ford S ales V ice 
President Bennett E. Bidwell 
said. "Our dealers are selling 
from more than a half-million 
cars and trucks in their inven­ 
tories and these inventories 
still give the customer a wide 
choice." 


Even with the tentative ac­ 
cord reached, it probably will 
take a week to 10 days for Ford 
to resume car production. 


It is estimated that Ford has 
fewer than 140,000 of the 1977 
models left in stock entering 
October. 


Ford dealers said they had a 
strong 1977 model introduction 
date last Friday, but the effects 
of short supply and the dampen­ 
ing news of the strike caused in­ 
troduction day sales to fall 7 per 
cent below the sam e day in 
1975. On some models, par­ 
t i c u l a r l y 
t h e 
n e w F o r d 
Thunderbird, dealers reported 
they had sold all the available 
models.

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Broughtons leave imprint 
on Lompoc Valley history

The grandchildren of William Wallace 
Broughton, founder of Lompoc and of the 
Lompoc Record, presented the Lompoc 
Historical Society with several family 
items during their family reunion here 
on the weekend. 
Historical Society members were 
most excited over the copy of the Lom­ 
poc Daily News, Feb. 17, 1910 — none 
other is in existence so far as anyone 
knows. It is Vol. 1, No. 76, published by 
Frank Willard Kimball, who was also the 
publisher of the Lompoc Record at that 
time. He started the daily, which didn’t 
pan out, lasting probably at the most, a 
year. The reason it was saved was 
because it contained the obituary and 
eulogy for W. W. Broughton. 
Another gift was the Anthony Bible, 
with Hannah Anthony’s name in gold on 
the front cover. George Toby Anthony 
and wife, Hannah Hurd Anthony, were 
the parents of Amanda Broughton. 
Anthony was a blacksmith in both Lom­ 
poc and Santa Ynez, coming here from 
Santa Cruz in 1874. 
They presented several family pic­ 
tures including an 1890 portrait of W W 
and Amanda and their children, one of 
the two times the whole family was 
together — the four older children were 
grown and away from home when the 
four younger ones were growing up Pic­ 
tured are George, a physician and sur­ 
geon; Chara who married George B. 
Allan; May, who was the wife of Alex­ 
ander McLean, and spent her life in 
Lompoc; Howard, a lawyer and senator; 
Victor, Amos and Ralph, whose occupa­ 
tions the Historical Society failed to find 
out on this visit of their children; and 
Lenore, who married George Collyer 
Gale, a railroad engineer. 
They also gave the society the original 
commendation given them by the County 
of Santa Barbara Supervisors in recogni­ 
tion of Broughton’s 12 years’ service as 
county supervisor, and Lompoc mayor 


and founder of Lompoc and the Lompoc 
Record, and other services to the county 
area during his time here. 
W W Broughton, a dapper little man 
with a goatee, always impeccably dres­ 
sed, mostly in a suit with swallow-tailed 
coat, was also first Noble Grand of the 
Odd Fellows Lodge, and at the cemetery 
ceremonies of placing a stone for their 
grandparents, was a wreath and letter 
from the Odd Fellows Lodge, the letter 
telling of Broughton’s activities with the 
lodge and describing his funeral which 
was conducted in part by the Odd 
Fellows, in 1910. 
Grandchildren attending were William 
Wallace Broughton II of Palm Desert; 
Julie Broughton Ansley of Manhattan 
Beach; her sister, Georgia Broughton 
Whitlock of Visalia; Howard Broughton 
of Los Angeles, Richard Broughton of 
Encino, Giibert Broughton of Cupertino 
Elizabeth Broughton Warner of Tar- 
zana; Esther Broughton Cowles of Santa 
Ana; Amos Broughton of Temple City; 
and L illia n Broughton A llan of 
Sacramento. Husbands and wives, 
children and grandchildren accompanied 
them 


A coincidence in connection with their 
Lompoc Record history was that 
Georgia and Julie Broughton, daughters 
of Victor Broughton, found that they had 
attended school with James McCollum, 
husband of the present owner of the 
Lompoc Record, Harriet Hall Adam 
McCollum

Across-the-border youths 
hit San Diego residences 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Mexi­ 
can teen-agers are slipping 
across the border in increasing 
numbers to commit daylight 
burglaries in upperclass resi­ 
dential neighborhoods of San 
Diego, then returning to Tijua­ 
na to sell their loot. 
San Diego police say they 
suspect some of the teen-agers 
are parts of gangs with adult 
leaders who instruct them on 
where to go and what to do. 
But when apprehended the 
young illegal aliens are tight- 
lipped and rarely give police 
enough information to piece 
together a complete picture of 
the problem. 
During the first eight months 
of this year there were 6,858 
reported residential burglaries 
in the city of San Diego. Police 
don’t even estimate how many 
of those were committed by il­ 
legal alien juveniles, or how 
many burglaries have not been 
reported. 
Bill Robinson, a spokesman 
for the San Diego police, said 
most of the teen-agers are 15 to 
17 years old, most take a city 
bus from the border to down­ 
town San Diego, and then 
transfer to local buses which 


take them into neighborhoods 
like prestigious La Jolla. 
The way they usually opera­ 
te, Robinson said, is to random­ 
ly select houses, ring the bell or 
knock on the door, then wait 5 
or 10 minutes. If there’s no 
answer, they look for an un­ 
locked window and enter. 
Some of the teen-agers — 
some as young as 12 and 13 have 
been apprehended — are brazen 
enough to rent a downtown 
hotel room to use as a base of 
operations. After returning 
from a burglarizing foray into 
a residential neighborhood they 
work the downtown streets at­ 
tempting to sell what they have 
stolen. Several have been 
arrested in this way. 
Police estimate that 20 per 
cent of the juvenile criminals 
are girls. 
Robinson said the burglars 
steal only what they can con­ 
veniently carry — so they avoid 
expensive items such as stereos 
and television sets. The most 
popular items are guns, cash, 
jewelry and coins. 
First-time offenders are usu­ 
ally referred to the Border 
Patrol for return to Mexico.

Customers must provide their 
own beverages and silverware, 
cups and plates on the kitchen 
counter. 


“ It’s pretty simple.” she 
said “We come in with the food 
and our pans and just sort of

as repeaters are referred to 
juvenile authorities. 
A major problem is that the 
juveniles carry no identifica­ 
tion and police agencies have a 
difficult time finding out their 
true age, and their past record. 
The problem has even 
become acute in Beverly Hills, 
where Detective R. Brown said 
young aliens from downtown 
Los Angeles make frequent 
forays into the exclusive 
neighborhood. When caught 
they invariably claim to be 
teen-agers, hoping that will br­ 
ing them leniency. But the fact 
is, said Brown, “that we find 
out afterward, through prints, 
that they were previously 
arrested several times as 
adults.” 
Robinson provided a case 
history of a 17-year-old boy 
from Tijuana who has no known 
relatives, and who has used a 
half dozen aliases during his 
brushes with the law. In 
January, 1975, he was arrested 
for a burglary in Norwalk, near 
Los Angeles, and in June he was 
deported. In October, 1975 he 
was arrested on three counts of 
burglary in San Diego, and 
deported. Two months later he 
was arrested in San Diego for 
burglary, pleaded guilty and 
was put on probation. 
“These are very professional, 
very hard people,” Robinson 
said, “they’re hard as nails..- 
we’re working in the dark 
because they won’t give us 
names...” Police have no idea 
how many of these juvenile 
burlgars there are, or how well 
organized they are. 
The juveniles who are ap­ 
prehended and turned over to 
ju ven ile a u th o rities for 
prosecution pose a major 
problem for the County Proba­ 
tion Department. Acting Chief 
Probation Officer Michael 
Garvey said it is difficult to 
prosecute the aliens because 
“they’re young kids, have no 
parents, often no proper iden­ 
tification or address ... we just 
don’t have any background to 
make recommendations to the 
court ” An important aspect of 
the juvenile court system, 
Garvey said, is checking an of­ 
fender’s background and con­ 
sulting with the offender’s 
parents. 
During the past 16 months 188 
illegal alien juveniles were 
turned over to San Diego 
Juvenile Hall — most on 
burglary charges 
“Out of total frustration,” 
Garvey explained, “we started 
taking mug shots about a year 
ago. in order to keep track of 
repeat offenders.” But that 
isn t working too well because 
of the ease with which a young 
man can change his appearan­ 
ce, Garvey said.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
construction industry in 
California, now suffering an 
unemployment rate estimated 
at more than 23 per cent, ap­ 
pears on the verge of a building 
boom which could create 
110,000 jobs by the middle of 
next year. 
Building permits, mainly for 
new residential construction, 
topped the $1 billion mark in the 
state in July for the first time in 
history. 
Ben Bartolotto, director of 
the Construction Industry Re­ 
search Board, said statistics 
compiled by the Security 
Pacific National Bank point to a 
20 per cent improvement in 
building over the past 12 
months. 
“It is not so much as a boom 
as a resurgence from two bad 
years in a row,” Bartolotto said 
in an interview. 
Bartolotto said the mos strik­ 
ing increase in building permits 
was 
for 
sin g le fa m ily 
residences. Application in June 
totalled 64,000 compared to 
39,000 in June of 1975. 
Permits for apartments and 
duplexes rose from 18.662 to 
34,077.

Why the new residential 
building comeback? “Well, I 
think people have just become 
resigned to paying the prices 
new homes are going for now,” 
Bartolotto said. 
“The interest rate has pretty 
much stabilized. The demand is 
there and people know that 
from an investment viewpoint a 
house is one of the best.” 
Will the increased supply halt 
the spectacular rise in the price 
of new residential housing, par­ 
ticularly single family dwel­ 
lings? 
“It may temper the rate of in­ 
crease, but I don’t see any signs 
of prices going down,” said 
Bartolotto. 
Employment will not peak 
until well into next year 
because it takes 10 to 11 months 
from the time of permit ap­ 
plication to construction, he 
said. 


The construction industry is 
the state’s largest with approxi­ 
mately one worker out of every 
10 dependent on it in some 
fashion. 
Southern California will reap 
by far the greatest share of the 
new construction, particularly 
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in Los Angeles, Orange, San 
Diego and Ventura counties 
although the figures project 
substantial building increase in 
the central and the northern 
section including the San Fran­ 
cisco area. 
Orange County is expected to 
have a boom of almost six 
times the dollar amount of con­ 
struction. 
Industrial construction is ex­ 
pected to rise slightly, Bartolot­ 
to said, but com m ercial 
building, such as shopping 
centers, have glutted the 
market.

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - An 
uncultured person used to be 
identified by the loudness of his 
record player but that’s not pos­ 
sible nowadays because most 
music is loud, says Gene 
Ramey who played bass in one 
of the great jazz bands. 
It has to be to cover up its 
faults. 
“Jazz has definitely chan­ 
ged,” said Ramey, who played 
bass in Jay McShann’s 20th Cen­ 
tury Rhythms, one of the better 
known Kansas City jazz bands. 
“You’ll notice that there are 
fewer chords being played,” 
said Ramey, who recently 
moved from Kansas City to 
retire. “A tune before may 
have had eight or 10 or as many 
as 30 different chords in it.” 
Modem jazz — Ramey calls it 
bop, ignoring refinements of 
the definition — is more 
ritualistic and sounds like a 
chant because it depicts the 
times. 
“In the middle '60s when 
Vietnam was so ferocious, jazz 
reflected it. It was pretty 
violent and boisterous — it 
describes the times,” said 
Ramey, who hopes to find a 
group of musicians who play 
Kansas City jazz. 
“A musical instrument is an 
extension of the human voice,” 
Ramey said. “So you’ll notice 
that from the cello you can hear 
the sounds and the echoes of the 


animals in the forest. In the 
violin you can hear the birds.” 
The 63-year-old retired bank 
employe still begrudges Texans 
whose musical tastes (which he 
would describe as a lack of 
taste) forced big band jazz 
musicians to move to Kansas 
City. Kansas City jazz actually 
is Texas jazz, he said. 
“When I left Texas in 1952, we 
said you could always identify 
the unrefined people by liow 
high they played their record 
player,” Ramey said. “Now 
there are classy citizens play­ 
ing that loud music. Funny how 
times change.” 
Ramey, whose fellow band 
members included Charlie 
“Bird” Parker and Art Tatum, 
said bop, with its unrefined 
beat, closed a lot of dance 
ballrooms in the 1950s. He 
credited bop with preventing 
jazz from becoming too com­ 
mercial, but said musicians 
should not have concentrated 
solely on bop. 
The short man with the huge 
mustache is a long way from 
52nd Street jazz palaces such as 
Birdland, the Three Deuces, 
and the Savoy Ballroom. And he 
probably won’t thump his bass 
with the likes of Miles Davis, 
Stan Getz, Lester Young, Ben 
Webster or John Coltrane, but 
he still plays “Messy Bessy,” in 
his front yard two or three 
times a week.

cartoon of himself, dressed in 
cape and tights, flying to the 
nearest overflowing toilet. 
Just about anything is likely 
to end up on QSL cards, which 
are about the size of post­ 
cards 
A very devout little lady will 
put her favorite Bible verse on 
hers. An avid hunter’s card 
will have a photo of his jeep 
and bird dog. 
Probably the most unusual 
card we’ve seen lately was 
one from a Venezuelan CBer, 
featuring a four-color photo of 
a well endowed, very naked 
native woman. The card 
probably got a lot of second 
looks as it made its way — 
slowly — through the postal 
system. 
QSL cards had their begin­ 


ning with am ateur radio 
operators. The “Q” means 
that 
the 
le tte rs 
are 
p art of 
the am ateur Q- 
code, much like CBers’ 10- 
code There are varying ideas 
on what the “SL” means, but 
probably “ send lette r’’ or 
“ signal letter.” 
Hams swap cards only when 
they have actually talked to 
each other or one ham has 
monitored another. Hams can 
legally talk to any other ham 
in the world, but CBers are 
limited to 150 miles. 
That means unless CBers 
want to break the federal law, 
they are limited in the variety 
of cards they can receive on 
signal reports 
M any c a rd 
sw a p p e rs, 
though, collect QSLs without 
ever actually talking on the 
radio to the people whose 
cards they collect. 
At CB gatherings, like jam ­ 
borees or coffee breaks, there 
a re often card-sw apping 
tables, and CBers from hun­ 
dreds of miles apart will 
legally exchange cards. 
The cards are sometimes 
referred to as “ wall paper” 
because CBers hang the cards 
on the wall at home near their 
base stations. 
We CBers probably hang the 
cards to impress our non- 
CBing friends. After all, it’s a 
lot of fun to watch a friend 
scan the wall and notice a 
card from an operator a cou­ 
ple of thousand miles off. 
The far off CBer, incidental­ 
ly had passed through town on 
vacation the week before. 
“ Did you really talk to this 
guy?” he asks, pointing to the 
card. 
“ Yep,” the answer comes 
without hesitation. 
We CBers, after all, will 
stretch the truth occasionally.

HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 
If you look at the 26 new shows 
the three netw orks have 
whipped up for next season, 
you get the feeling we’ve 
arrived at the crossroads.

The 
schedule shows a few things 
that are definitely new and in­ 
novative and exciting, as well 
as a few things that smack of 
the 1950s and 1960s 
Would you believe an invisi­ 
ble man? And a detective 
that's really a robot? And a 
few other similar departures 
from inventiveness. 
On the other, better hand, 
there is NBC’s Best Sellers, 
which could be the start of 
something very im portant.

NBC also has a new gim­ 
mick on the Sunday schedule, 
although this is more of a ruse 
than anything else. 
It’s called The Big Event, 
but what it really is is a 
catchall for specials and 
movies that the network feel 
are particularly big 
Already set to be spotted in 
this Big Event period are such 
important shows as the TV 
premiere of “Gone With the 
Wind,” in November; a four- 
hour telecast commemorating 
NBC’s 
50th anniversary; 
documentaries, such as one 
about the search for the Loch 
Ness b eastie; an all-new 
“ P e te r P a n ’’ and o ther 
biggies. 
Another milestone in this

CUSTOM SLAUGHTERING AND CUTTING 
OF AU RANCH ANNULS 
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Decoy prostitutes have critics, not chief 


SALT LA K E CITY (U P I) - 
The city’s decoy prostitute 
program has been ridiculed 
since inception as an under­ 
handed, marginally legal meth­ 
od of fighting victimless crime 
while ruining lives and careers 
over normal human frailty. 
The 8-year-old ruse has been 
running a high profile since it 
led to the arrest and conviction 
of Utah Congressman Allan 
Howe, and its critics are at­ 
tacking it with renewed vigor. 
But Police Chief Dewey Fillis 
isn’t concerned with the critics. 
He likes the statistics. 
“ Prostitution breeds armed 
robbery, roll jobs, drug traffic 
and violence. If you can control 
p ro stitu tio n , you control 
crime,” he says. 
“ About eight years ago, we 
had a problem, with about 60 
prostitutes working the street” 
in the West Second South 
tenderloin district. 
“ That’s 
been reduced to about 10 active­ 
ly working now.” 
Fillis says the decoy program 
is largely responsible for that 
reduction. 
“ I don’t delude myself that 
I ’m ever going to get rid of 
prostitution,” he says, “ but I 


can contain and control it.” 
Through the use of decoys, 
“ you cut out the customer, and 
you cut out the business profit.” 
The decoys, he says, act as 
deterrents, making the street 
hookers’ work less financially 
rewarding by cutting down the 
number of men w illing to 
chance a bargaining session in 
the red-light district. 
Critics say the program con­ 
stitutes a cheap shot at un­ 
suspecting men with minor 
human failings. 
Dean Mitchell, Howe’s de­ 
fense attorney, suggested that 
the decoys themselves, in addi­ 
tion to the program , are 
suspect. In his closing state­ 
ment to the jury which con­ 
victed Howe, Mitchell accused 
the decoys of lying, and said 
they must be bizarre persons 
with ulterior motives to even 
take such a job. 
“ I can’t imagine,” Mitchell 
bellowed sarcastically, “ why 
any woman — any lady — would 
want to be down there on Se­ 
cond South, dealing with the 
street talk. Someone with that 
kind of personality might have 
other strange attitudes.” 
Prosecutor Philip Palm er 


countered that the women were 
performing a legitimate law en­ 
forcement function. “ These 
girls are apparently just nor­ 
mal women, with no criminal 
or emotional irregularities in 
their background,” he said. 
“ They’re doing this, frankly, 
for the money — to support 
their families.” 
Fillis also defends his female 
“ special vice agents.” The two 
who arrested Howe work full 
time during the day as security 
guards at the Salt Lake Inter­ 
national Airport, checking 
customers’ baggage. They earn 
$4.32 per hour two nights a week 
as decoys. 
The chief says his decoys 
have come from all walks of 
life. Originally, the city used its 
meter maids, until the city at­ 
torney said it wasn’t legal to 
put them to work at a job other 
than the one for which they 
were hired. 
Since then, says Fillis, the 
women apply after hearing of 
the program “ by word of 
m outh.’’ 
The departm ent 
doesn’t advertise. 
Applicants are screened psy­ 
chologically and undergo a 
thorough background check, he 
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says, to assure that they are 
capable of handling the assign­ 
ment with all it entails, and to 
make certain that their records 
are clean and unchallengeable 
in court. 
“ It ’s not a pleasant assign­ 
ment,” he says, “ but they have 
all been good, being able to take 
abuse, harassment, and going 
into court and testifying.” 
Additionally, “ their husbands 
have to be prepared. Vice work 
is not pleasant work.” 
They are trained by vice of­ 
ficers before going out on the 
street, and during their initial 
shifts on the street. They are 
thoroughly instructed in what 
they can and cannot do — such 
as entice men — and what they 
need for a conviction — men­ 
tion, initiated by the man, of 
specific sex acts and a specific 
sum of money. 
The women dress for their 
work, Fillis says, “ approxi­ 
mately the same way as the 
prostitutes.” He says that could 
mean slacks, or virtually any 
other “ flashy dress ... an outfit 
seemingly attractive.” 
But the chief says there are 
no physical qualifications for 
the job. 
Asked if prospective decoys 
should be busty, blonde, brunet­ 
te, tall, short or facially attrac­ 
tive, he said, “ No — you 
probably have a variety of 
tastes yourself.” 
The decoy program, says 
Fillis, has led to hundreds of 
arrests on the misdemeanor 
charge of soliciting sex acts for 
hire. He says more than 90 per 
cent of the men arrested either 
plead guilty or forfeit bail. 
The others face a jury trial. 
“ Every time a defense doesn’t 
have a defense, they challenge 
the credibility of the witness. 
And sometimes it works.” 
But more important than the 
soliciting arrests, the chief 
says, the decoy program has 
cut down on serious crime in 
the area. 
In 1968, he says there were 
110 thefts, burglaries and as­ 
saults in the one-squa re-block 
tenderloin. By early September 


this year, there had been 44. 
Fillis attributes the drop to 
the fact that there are always 
police in the area — or, at least, 
prospective criminals think so 
— and few er pim ps and 
hookers. 
There have been more decoys 
in the field on more nights in 
the past, but the department 
now only employs two women, 
two nights a week. The nights 
vary. 
The two now assigned to the 
area — Kathy Taylor and 
Margaret Hamblin, who arrest­ 
ed Howe — declined to be inter- 
view ed. They said their 
notoriety after Howe’s trials 
subjected them to personal 
abuse at the airport, and they 
want no more publicity. 
While they are recognized 
often at the airport, however, 
Mrs. Taylor said they aren’t 
recognized when they ply the 
tenderloin. 
“ The guys who go down there 
have only one thing on their 
minds.” 
One of the girls, in a new­ 
spaper interview a year ago un- 
d er an assum ed nam e, 
described a decoy’s view of the 
men who proposition them. 
“ The attitudes of most of 
them make you sick. You know 
they go home and act nice and 
responsible. It ’s like a Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde sort of 
thing.’

Farmers' markets here to stay

Housewives love them, small 
grocers hate them and super­ 
market chains ignore them, but 
farmers’ markets — specializ­ 
ing in produce direct from field 
to kitchen — apparently are 
here to stay. 
“ The future of the market is 
unbelievable,’’ said Erw in 
Cohen, who operates a service 
station next door to Detroit’s 
Eastern Market. “ I ’ve been 
here for 30 years and the 
market’s never been as busy as 
it is now. We’re busy all week, 
but the retail (traffic) on 
weekends is fantastic.” 
That comment was echoed 
this week from coast to coast as 
rising food prices turned more 
and more consumers from the 
grocery store to open-air stalls 
manned by the men who grow 
the goods they’re selling. 
In suburban Evanston, 111., 
Saturday is market day and, 
often to the dism ay of 
neighborhood grocers, farmers 
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from Illinois and adjacent 
states each week load a sealed- 
off two-block area with 
everything from house plants 
and honey to spring onions and 
pumpkins. 
At one point this year, fresh 
blueberries, selling at 98 cents a 
pint in a nearby chain store, 
were going at 75 cents, and 
farm fresh eggs were marked 
down by 25 to 40 cents a dozen. 
A neighborhood grocer com­ 
plained to the city health in­ 
spector last year about the 
eggs, saying they were not 
refrigerated, so the farmer who 
was selling them kept his son 
running back and forth between 
his stall and the ice machine at 
an adjacent service station. 
This year, his refrigeration 
technique was a bit more 
sophisticated, and egg sales 
were booming. 
If small grocers are per­ 
turbed at the competition, 
h o w e ver, 
la rg e 
ch ain 
supermarkets generally ap­ 
peared unbothered. 
“ We buy from the farmers’ 
market in Atlanta and we’ve 
seen no decline ...” said Ted 
Simmons of the Colonial mar­ 
ket chain in Georgia. B ill Brian, 
director of produce procure­ 
ment for A&P in the state, 
agreed. He said farm ers’ 
markets have not dented sales 
by retail grocers, statewide. 
Even the urban environs of 
New York City have been in­ 
vaded by trucks straight from 
the farm. Two “ greenmarkets” 
now are in full swing in Manhat­ 
tan — where women, dressed in 
the highest fashion, prowl for 
bargains with wicker baskets 
among the produce stalls — and 
an o th er 
flo u ris h e s 
on 
Brooklyn's Flatbush Ave. 
Frank Homick and his wife 
had ridden the subway from 
their home in Brooklyn to shop 
at Manhattan’s Union Square 
market. 
“ Very nice,” said Homick, 
watching as his wife loaded her 
basket from a variety of stalls. 
“ Something new — the fruit is 


fresher and the prices are bet­ 
ter.” 
In California, where rigid 
quality and packaging stand­ 
ards leave many a crop to rot in 
the fields, the farmers’ market 
concept is subsidized and 
promoted by the state in an ef­ 
fort to cut the waste — es­ 
timated by one official as high 
as 25 per cent of the annual 
total produce crop. 
In a bid to put consumers in 
direct touch with 300 farmers 
who have produce to sell, the 
state has set up a special 
switchboard, manned around 
the clock by students answering 
a toll-free number, directing 
patrons straight to the fields. 
A spokesman said the stu­ 
dents have answered more than 
27,600 calls — often at a rate of 
500 to 700 a day — since the 
system went into effect on June 
25

Ten members of the Cabrillo High football team, 
including six defensive starters and one offensive 
starter, quit the team Monday, according to 
Cabrillo head coach Ed Knowles 
Knowles refused to say who the players were, 
saying only that “We did lose some people who 
were real key football players.” 


The reason the players quit, Knowles said, was 
that “We had a real tough practice Monday and a 
lot of them either didn’t want to come out and face 
the practice, or quit during the practice. Deep 
down, I anticipated that some might quit, but I was 
very shocked at some that quit.” 


Which starters are no longer with the club will 
not be known until Thursday or Friday whqp 
Knowles will announce his starting lineups for Fri­ 
day night’s game against Bishop Diego High. That 
game will be played at San Marcos High. 


One factor that prompted the extra-tough prac­ 
tice Monday was last Friday night’s 36-6 loss to San 
Marcos, the most one-sided football loss in Cabrillo 
history. Knowles was displeased not only by the 


score, but by the “lack of discipline and poise” dis­ 
played by many of the team members. 
Knowles stressed that “Nobody was thrown off or 
asked to leave” the team. 
Asked about the practice, he said, “We didn’t 
take a football out with us; that will give you some 
idea. Tuesday we took a football out and introduced 
it.”

The Lompoc High varsity football squad is smaller by 11 people this week after a 
squad trim-down.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Violence is on 
the increase in most urban communities. 
It would seem to be pretty much the 
same story in professional football, if 
only judging from charges by Pittsburgh 
Steelers’ Coach Chuck Noll that there 
are certain “criminal elements” in the 
game, but the players themselves can’t 
see it. 
Or if they do, they somehow choose to 
accept it as part of the game much the 
same way some mugging victims pick 
themselves up from the sidewalk, wipe 
the blood off and go on home without 
bothering to notify the police. 
Noll was incensed a couple of weeks 
ago when Oakland safetyman George 
Atkinson, defending against one of Terry 
Bradshaw’s passes, hooked his right arm 
around Lynn Swann and then slammed 
his head into the ground. It was almost 
an exact repetition of what Atkinson had 
done to Swann in last January’s AFC ti­ 
tle game in Pittsburgh. Swann was so out 
on his feet after that one, so dazed, that 
teammate Joe Greene had to help him 
off the frozen field as though he were a 
baby. Subsequent examination showed 
Swann had suffered a concussion. 
When Noll made his accusation about 
the "criminal elements” in professional 
football following the second Atkinson- 
Swann episode three weeks ago, he sup­ 
ported his charge by sending a film of the 
game to the office of NFL Commissioner 
Pete Rozelle. 
After looking at the film, Rozelle fined 
Atkinson $1,500 and one of his team­ 
mates, defensive back Jack Tatum, $750. 
Noll also was fined for making the 
charges he did, for “actions detrimental 
to football.” 
The whole matter did not end there, 
however. 
Atkinson asked for a hearing from 
Rozelle. Tatum didn’t, but Atkinson said 
he wanted one, and Rozelle obliged him 
this past Monday. 
Monday’s hearing lasted two hours and 
no announcement was made as to 
whether Atkinson’s fine was rescinded. 
The commissioner’s office seldom talks 
about those things, but Pete Rozelle is 
perfectly willing to talk about his feel­ 
ings regarding violence in professional 
football. 
“I don’t feel there is any more now 
than there ever has been,” he says. “We 
get isolated instances of it from time to 
time because football is an emotional 
game and sometimes the players do get 
overenthusiastic, but I honestly don’t 
think professional football is marked by 
that much violence.” 
Possibly so. but this inescapable fact 
remains: There are many more injuries 
now than there ever were before in 
professional football. Some of them turn 
out to be serious, too. When can you 
remember anybody ever getting $600,000 
from an NFL team the way Dick Butkus 
got from the Chicago Bears a short time 
back? What happens if this starts some 
new trend? 
Violence is not a popular subject in 
professional sports. 
In baseball, the only time you ever 
hear anybody dwell on the danger of 
bean balls is when a batter is seriously 
injured 
In hockey, Bobby Hull’s voice was the 
only one I can ever remember seriously 
raised against violence and, after 
awhile, even he grew tired talking about 
it. 


And in automobile racing, they always 


tell you their sport has more safeguards 
than any other. 
For the most part, that’s the way it is 
in professional football as w ell. 
Whatever violence exists merely is con­ 
sidered part of the game, an oc­ 
cupational hazard. 
In common with most players in the 
NFL, Alan Page, Minnesota’s veteran 
defensive lineman, doesn’t feel profes­ 
sional football is anymore violent than it 
was, say, 10 years ago. 
“Maybe there is a little excess now,” 
he concedes, “but there always have 
been players who did things that were 
unnecessary. It’s understandable why 
some players do the things they do. 
Things happen, the players get upset. 
Something like that happened when we 
played Philadelphia in preseason. I tried 
to step in and be a peacemaker but I got 
beat on the head by one of my own team­ 
mates. He was so mad, he didn’t 
recognize me or anyone else. This guy 
had been holding him all day long and the 
officials hadn't done a thing about it ...” 
Alan Page didn’t identify the two 
players he stepped in between The guy 
doing all the holding was Eagles' guard 
Ed George. Carl Eller, a buddy of 
Page's, was the one beating on his head 
Tatum to fight 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) - An attorney 
representing defensive back Jack Tatum 
of the Oakland Raiders said today he 
would continue his fight to challenge the 
authority of National Football League 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle to fine his 
client. 
Tatum was fined $750 for allegedly 
striking running back Rocky Bleier of 
the Pittsburgh Steelers in a game Sept 
12 at Oakland. Oakland rallied to win the 
game 31-28 
Another Oakland defensive player, 
George Atkinson, was fined $1,500 by 
Rozelle for hitting wide receiver Lynn 
Swann of the Steelers. Swann suffered a 
concussion and was forced to leave the 
game.

Stengel's baffling legacy 
Valley 
Who gets Casey's fortune? sports

Casey Stengel left m ore than 
a great baseball legacy when he 
died last Sept. 29. What also re­ 
m ains is his estate worth $40 
m illion. C asey w ent out in 
c h a r a c t e r i s t i c 
f a s h i o n , 
however, leaving a financial 
plight that is as inscrutable and 
transcendent as Stengelese. 
Two w ills of Stengel’s exist. 
One w as signed in 1932. The 
only person mentioned 
in it 
who’s alive today is his wife 
Edna. Now in her 80s, she is 
hospitalized and legally cer­ 
tified as m entally incom petent. 
The other will w as drawn up 
in 1971. A number of would-be 
beneficiaries are still alive and 
relatively lucid. The problem 
is, Casey never got around to 
signing that document. 
T he c o u r ts m u st d e c id e 
where C asey’s shares in banks, 
stocks, oil w ells and real estate 
will go, and who gets his cash. 
Rather, who gets som e of his 
cash. 
“There are about 35 keys to 
safe deposit boxes that nobody 
can find,” said Herb Norman, 
the New York M ets’ equipment 
manager and friend of C asey’s 
since Stengel w as the club’s 
manager in the early 1960s. 
“ As 1 understand, letters 
w ere sent out to all the banks 
within a 100-m ile radius of 
C asey’s 
hom e 
in G lendale, 
C alif, asking if th ese keys 
belonged in any of their boxes. 
So far, nothing.” 
Stengel, died at age 85, and 
for most of his public life — he 
becam e a m ajor league out­ 
fielder in 1912 and managed 
m any 
tea m s, 
m ost notably 
leading the New York Yankees

During the World Series of 
1923, Stengel w as starring with 
the Giants. He recalled, “ So 
then the vaudeville guys asked 
m e, could I sing. Sure I can 
sing And can I dance? Sure I 
can dance They wanted to pay 
m e a thousand dollars a week. I 
w asn’t making but five thou­ 
sand — m aybe six thousand — 
for a season playing ball. 
“ So I began to practice my 
dancing and I thought I’d be a 
new Fred Astaire. But then 
Babe Ruth hit three hom e runs 
in the la st ga m e and the 
Yankees won the Series and 
vaudeville forgot about m e and 
nobody heard from me again 
for 10 years.”

First-rate first novels 


Investigative reporters gather 
to probe murder of colleague

The word’s out that the 
public has forsaken frivolous 
fiction — particularly by un­ 
known authors — in favor of 
no-nonsense nonfiction, par­ 
ticularly the “how-to” book 
That’s why it’s so heartening 
to watch three new novelists 
find ample and appreciative 
audiences for their first, and 
first-rate, novels. 
Their secret of success sur­ 
ely lies in their honest ex­ 
ploration of a basic — the 
relationship between parents 
and children. 
Lisa Alther’s bestselling 
novel “Kinflicks” opens as 27- 
year-old 
Ginny 
Babcock 
arrives at the bedside of her 
dying mother. Mutually disap­ 
proving of each other’s values 
and go als, the m other- 
daughter relationship has 
been uneasy at best and 
hostile at worst. But before 
this wise and witty novel ends, 
the two have come to unders­ 
tand, if not respect, each 
other and themselves. 
Possessing an insatiable 
and exhausting capacity for 
change, Ginny has been at the 
forefront of every fad and 
m ovem ent the last two 
decades had to offer. 
In a nearly nonstop series of 
hysterical 
scenes, 
Ginny 
appears first as the high 
school flag swinger and 
steady date of football hero 
Joe Bob Sparks. Next there’s 
Ginny, stuffed into* too-tight 
skirt and black cardigan 
sweater buttoned up the back 
— property of the town 
greaser. 
Third, Ginny, the philosophy

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PHOENIX, Ariz. (UPI) - A 
special team of investigative 
reporters from around the 
country are scouring Phoenix 
and poking into the underworld 
today to find out why their 
colleague, Don Bolles, was 
murdered. 
A superior court judge, 
meanwhile, Monday refused to 
to move to another city the trial 
of John Harvey Adamson, 
charged with murdering Bolles. 
The team of 18 investigative 
reporters, headed by Pulitzer 
Prize winner Bob Greene of 
Newsday of Long Island, N.Y., 
arrived Monday to probe the 
death of Bolles, who died from 
injuries suffered in the bombing 
of his car June 2. 
“If you can kill one reporter, 
you can presumably kill other 
reporters in an effort to halt 
these kinds of investigations,” 
Greene said. 
“We are here to show the 
media is united in this task.” 
Some of the 18 reporters will 
work off and on, but Greene 
said he hopes to have at least 
six in the field all the time to 
gather information for a series 
focusing “on the problems of 
crime and the Mafia moving 
into Arizona.” 
Bolles, a nationally respected 
reporter for the Arizona Repub­ 
lic, wrote several stories on 
corruption and organized crime 
in Arizona. Before he died 11 
days after the bombing — 
following the amputation of 
both legs and one arm — he 
blamed the bombing on the 
Mafia. 
Superior Court Judge Freder­ 
ic Heineman, in a pretrial hear­ 
ing, rejected the defense argu­ 
ment that heavy publicity will 
deny Adamson a fair trial. The 
judge ruled that enough impar­ 
tial jurors can be found in a city 
as big as Phoenix. 
Adamson allegedly lured 
Bolles to a hotel with a false 
promise of information for a 
story, planted the bomb under 
the reporter’s car as Bolles 
waited for him, and triggered 
the explosion by radio signal 
when Bolles got into the auto. 
A police lie detector expert 
testified Mondav that a man 


who gave Adamson money after 
the bombing apparently lied un­ 
der questioning. 
Sgt. Leonard Zingg said he 
questioned land promoter Max 
Dunlap, who police say gave 
Adamson $5,000, telling police 
he was relaying the money 
from an unidentified attorney 
to be used for Adamson’s legal 
expenses. 
Zingg said he asked Dunlap 
whether he knew who placed 
the bomb under Bolles’ car,

the bombing, had agreed to put 
up money in connection with 
Bolles’ death or was trying to 
protect someone with knowl­ 
edge of the killing.

“untruthful or deceptive.” 
Greene said the journalists 
group included reporters from 
the Detroit News, the In­ 
dianapolis Star, the Arizona 
Daily Star, the Arizona Repub­ 
lic and others.

It is sterile for 
cutting fresh meats to go in the freezer I do a lot of home can­ 
ning and freezing, so to avoid botulism I wash and scald our 
wooden utensils We are really blessed since we follow the 
suggestions of our county extension agent We can from 500 to 
700 jars of food each year —C A LL IE . 
D EA R PO LLY — I have a very easy way to remove 
linoleum paste or black scuff marks from linoleum We laid a 
new floor in the kitchen and in several places the paste dried 
on the floor. I unsuccessfully tried many kinds of cleaners but 
finally rubbed toothpaste directly on without any liquid It 
removed the spots and left the floor shiny I also use it for

In the wake of Earl Butz’ in­ 
decent racial slur recently and 
his subsequent resignation as 
agriculture secretary, there is 
some support being voiced for 
his position among those who 
feel he was guilty of a little 
more than lack of candor. 
Racial jokes are insensitive, 
y e s . R a c i a l j o k e s are 
sometimes funny, definitel 
And racial jokes are a 
solutely as common on both 
sides of the minority/majority 
split in society. No ethnic or 
racial group, whether black or 
Caucasian, or red or yellow 
are 
uniquely exempt from 
such an attack and to think 
otherwise is to be hopelessly 
naive. 
Butz 
was 
g u i l t y 
of 
something more than the mere 
telling of an old joke however. 
Not only because he held the 
lofty title of agriculture 
secretary at the federal level, 
but also because the telling 
said more about Earl Butz and 
his personal beliefs than would 
otherwise meet the eye. 
According to a recent study 
by the U.S. Commission on 
Civil Rights, the agriculture 


department under the tutelage 
of Earl Butz not only had one 
of the worst records of 
minority hiring and promotion 
in the federal government but 
also actively worked to assist 
several 
states circumvent 
laws concerning minority hir­ 
ing. 
According to the Civil Rights 
Commission and Ag Depart­ 
ment auditors, directors of 
programs within the depart­ 
ment were cited for paying 
black employes lower salaries 
than whites who performed 
the same function. Too, these 
inequities still exist a year 
after the study was made and 
no efforts have been made 
toward correction. 
Perhaps if the agriculture 
department were in the 
vanguard of minority hiring 
practice and promotion, Mr. 
Butz’ remarks could be placed 
a little more firmly in the 
category of a joke. As the 
evidence indicates, however, 
his indecency apparently goes 
far beyond a private conversa­ 
tion he had no idea would see 
public print. Resigning was 
the least he could have done.

WASHINGTON — The Pentagon has 
the disturbing habit of sweeping its mis­ 
takes under the secrecy label. 
Government accountants have found, 
for example, that the Army’s short- 
range air defense system is “troubled by 
uncertainty and high cost.” But the ac­ 
countants don’t have auth o rity to 
overrule the military 
brass on secrecy. So 
the misspending has 
been concealed from 
the public. 
We have obtained a 
copy, however, of the 
G eneral 
Accounting 
O ffic e 's c la ssifie d 
study of the short- 
range a ir d efen se 
sy stem , w hich the 
Army called SHORAD 
for short. Clearly the 
taxpayers are entitled 
to know how th eir 
m o n e y 
h a s 
b e e n 
w a s t e d . 
As 
f o r 
military security, in­ 
telligence experts con­ 
cede that the Soviets know all about the 
SHORAD sy stem b ecau se of its 
widespread use in Europe. 
The GAO report uses such words as 
“ inadequacies" and “deficiencies" to 
describe the system . To call it a 
“troubled" system would be a mild as­ 
sessment. 
The story necessiarly is technical. The 
GAO study covered three basic compo­ 
nents of the SHORAD system: Chaparral 
m issiles, Roland m issiles and anti­ 
aircraft artillery. 
The C haparral m issiles form the 
backbone of the SHROAD system These 
missiles, mounted on track vehicles, 
were rushed to Europe at the end of the 
1960s to fill an “ urgent" defense gap 
They were supposed to be integrated 
with existing military weapons such as 
the Navy's Sidewinder missiles. 
The arriving Chapparral missiles, ac­ 
cording to the government accountants, 
had some “ performance weaknesses" 
such as "an inability to engage incoming 
aircraft, inadequate warhead, etc." This 
was a polite way of saying they didn’t 
work, since their function was to engage 
incoming aircraft. 
The Army recognized the deficiencies 
and intended to correct them. Or, to put 
it in the bureaucratic language of the 
Army brass, they “planned an expedited 
product improvement program ." 
B ut th e a c c o u n t a n t s r e p o r t e d 
despairingly: “ Although the Army has 
since come up with a number of im­ 
provements, they have not 
yet been 
made to the system. Thus the system in 
use today is still essentially the same as 
originally fielded.” 
Here are a few of the “ performance 
weaknesses" that the GAO cited: 
— The Chaparral is a sunshine weapon. 
Its “ unrestricted use ... is possible only 
in fair-w eather conditions.’’ Unfor­ 
tunately, this occurs only about 25 per 
cent of the time. Thus an enemy need 
m erely strike during bad weather. 
— Unhappily, Chaparral missiles are 
a l s o 
s u s c e p t i b l e 
to 
e n e m y 


countermeasures. In fact, enemy planes 
could “ essentially" have complete 
protection from Chaparral attack, the 
report warns. 
— C haparral m issiles also have 
limited tactical use. Worse, the “sur­ 
vivability" of their launch unit in combat 
is a m ajor problem. 
— The Chaparral system relies on the 
gunner's ability visually to detect and 
distinguish between friendly and enemy 
aircraft. This is difficult to do with 
planes flying faster than sound. Thus in 
gloomy weather, the missile operators 
might shoot down the wrong planes. 
Assuming that (1) it’s a nice day, (2) 
the Chaparral’s operators are keen-eyed 
and quick-witted^ (3) the enemy planes 
are flying away from the missiles in a 
“ tail chase" situation and (4) the 
Chaparral unit can survive combat long 
enough to shoot back, the system still 
has “ insufficient lethality to consistently 
destroy (enemy) aircraft.” 
Indeed, the “ probability of aircraft 
destruction is only 36 per cent," assum ­ 
ing the warhead is delivered almost 
directly on target. 
If all this sounds discouraging, the 
Army remains undeterred. A spokesman 
acknowledged to us that “the GAO 
report as it pertains to Chaparral limita­ 
tions is accurate" but promised that the 
Army is turning the Chaparral into a 
“ potent" weapon. 
Footnote: Despite all its problems, the 
Army wants to buy more Chaparrals, a 
m o v e 
t h a t 
t h e 
GAO 
l a b e l s 
“ questionable." The Army is also 
developing the Roland as part of 
the 
answer to the Chaparral’s inadequacies 
But now “ serious problem s" have 
developed in the Roland program. 
WASHINGTON WHIRL: The Treasury

— A natural gas industry group is dun­ 
ning employes of utilities for money to 
re-elect anticonsumer congressmen The 
“ Gas Employes Political Action Fund" 
is pushing for an $11.5 billion synthetic 
gas boondoggle and for deregulation of 
natural gas prices, among other things 
— Under White House budget restric­ 
tions, 
the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency will be forced to turn its sen­ 
sitive computer data over to a private 
company to program This would make 
the inform ation available to other 
customers, including companies that 
EPA is investigating 
Thus an un­ 
scrupulous official of a firm, seeking in­ 
formation about his own prosecution, 
would merely have to punch up the EPA 
file EPA assured us that the most sen­ 
sitive data would be coded, but most 
codes are notoriously easy to crack. 
There have been past attem pts, it should 
be noted, to tap into government com­ 
puters. 


PANAMA CITY — Although the world

finitives or ambiguous referents in the 
text. As well declare that all the laws 
passed by the Kennedy Administration 
are null and void because recent

reveals that it was actually 
Nixon who won the election. As recently 
as a few weeks ago, late research on the 
New Hampshire returns appears to es­ 
tablish that Reagan, not Ford, won the 
primary.

It turns out that 
the relevant signature on the treaty, that 
of M r. V a r i l l a , w a s t h a t of a 
Frenchman, not a Panamanian. The fact 
of the m atter is that the laborious con­ 
s t r u c t i o n of the P a n a m a Canal 
proceeded in the full sight of the 
P a n a m a n i a n 
people 
and diverse 
Panamanian governments, that the set­ 
tled opinion of the international com­ 
m u n i ty a c c e p t e d Uni t ed S t a t e s 
sovereignty in the m atter; and the 
ethnicity of Mr. Varilla becomes a m at­ 
ter of interest only to historians, not to 
title-searchers 
The gifted Panamanian team of 
negotiators will then point out to you that 
as early as in August of 1904, the govern­ 
ment of Panama sent up a protest to the 
Secretary of State. What happened was 
that when the Americans launched the 


great enterprise, they took over the two 
ends of the Canal Zone, including the 
deep water ports there, and eliminated 
the protective tariff. This had the effect 
of permitting an influx of goods and com­ 
modities which competed with Panam a­ 
nian production. 
T he P a n a m a n i a n g o v e r n m e n t 
protested that this was a misuse of the 
powers taken by the United States under 
the treaty: that the treaty specified only 
that the United States should exercise 
such authority as was necessary in order 
to construct (and thereafter maintain, 
and defend) the Canal. Well, the 
Secretary of State wrote back and said, 
in effect, cool it, we’re running the show 
in the Canal Zone and if we want to let in 
sugar to sell to our workers at five cents 
per pound, we’re going to bring in sugar 
at five cents per pound, and you people 
go ahead and protect your ten cents 
sugar as you like. 
Subsequent governments reproached 
the United States on extensions of the 
same principle. Although the treaty 
declares that the United States has the 
right to defend the Canal, in fact the 
Americans set up fortifications in time 
of peace. Question: if you intend to de­ 
fend the Canal in tim e of war, don’t you 
have to take m easures to effect that 
defense in time of peace? Even the 
Maginot Line was constructed during 
peace time, since it would have been dif- 


ficult to contrive after the war started, 
never mind that it wouldn’t have done 
much good. 
During the Second World War, the 
United States did desire fortifications in 
the Canal area that concededly went 
beyond the requirements of the Canal’s 
defense. These were negotiated, and it 
was agreed not only that rental pay­ 
ments should be paid to Panama, but 
that the installations should be vacated 
one year after the end of the war; and 
they were. 
It is the Panamanian position that the 
United States’ right to construct a canal 
gave us no right to specify the law in the 
territory of the zone No right to es­ 
tablish our own schools, run a police 
department, issue postage stamps, re­ 
tain revenues from com m ercial es­ 
tablishments that grouped about the 
walls on either end of the Canal. These 
complaints accumulate. And there is no 
doubt that the Panamanian ruling class, 
of whatever political coloration, looks 
upon the reintegration of the Canal Zone 
as something of a magical restoration of 
the nation’s dignity: the elimination of 
an ugly birthmark that now condemns 
Panama to wander around the world con­ 
spicuously sullied. Thus they rely on any 
arguments at hand There are better 
ones than the undotted i’s and uncrossed 
t’s of the treaty, concerning which more
